The strength of the case against these cdefendants unicr the conspiracy 
county which it is the cCuty of the United States to arzgue, is in its sim- 
plicitys It involves but tireeultimate inquirics: First, have the acts 
dy the Charter as crimes been committed; second, were they committed 
pursuant to a common plan or conspir2acys third, are these defendants among 
those wa: are criminally responsible? 

The charge requires examination of a criminal policy, not of a mul- 
titude of isolated, unplanned, or disputed crimcse Thc substantive crimeos 
upon which we rely, either 2s «¿oa1s of a common plan or 2s means for its 
accomplishment, are admitted. The pillars which uphcl1d the eonspiracy charse 
may be found in five groups of ovcrt acts, whose character and magnitudeo 
are important considerations in appraising the proof of conspir-cy.

But when we put all their storios togo' ar, the impression which omerres of the 
Thirc Roich, which was to last a thousand years, is ludicrous. If we combine 
anly the stories from the front bench, this is the riticulous composite victure 
of Fitlorts government thot omcrres. It was composed of: 

A Nos ¿man who knew nothing of the excesses of the Gestapo which he 
created, and never suspected the Jewish extermination program althourh he was 
the signer of over a score of decrees which imstituted the persecutims of that 
race $ 

A Nos 3 nan who was merely an innocent miaddlemm transmittin; Hitler!s 
orders without even reading them, like a postman or delivery boyy 

4 Foreign Minister who knew little of forcign affairs and nothing of 
forcim policyy 

dl Field Marshal who issued orders to the armed forces but had no idea 
of the results they would have in practice 5 

4 Security chief who was of the 'mpressiom that the polícing functions 
of his Gestapo and SD were somerhat on the order of dirccting trafíicy 

¿4 Party philosopher who was interested in historical rescarch, and had 
no idea of the violence which his philosophy was incitins in the Twentieth 


Cantury; 


4 Governor General of Poland who reirned but did not rule $ 
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A Gauleiter of Franconia whose »ecupation was to páur forth filthy 
writings about the Jews, but wmo had »- idoa that anybody woulc read then; 

A Minister of the Interior vho tenew not even what went on in tre interior 
of his own office, much less tie inters or of his ow department, and nothinc at 
211 dout the interior of Germany; 

A Reichsbank President who was totally ignorant of what went in and out 
of the varlts of his bank; 

And a Plenipotentiary for the Tier Econormy who secretly marshale” the 
entire economy for armament, but had n: idea it had anything to do with ware 

This may seem like a fantastic exaggoration, but this is what you would 
actually be oblired to conciude if you were to acquit these defendantse 

They do protest too miche They deny knowing that was cormon knowledree 
They deny knowing plans and procrans that were as public as "fein Kampí" and 
the Party programe They deny even lmowing the contents of docunents they 
received and acted upone 

Nearly all the de endants take tr>9 or more conflictins positionse 
Lot us illustrate the inconsistencies of their positions by the record of one 
defendant — who, if pressed, ould hinself concede that he is the most 
intellirent, honorable and immocent man in-the docke That is Schachte ¿/4nd 
this is the effect of his owm testimony -- but let us not forget that I recite 
it not arainst him alone, but because most of its self=contradictions are 
found in the testimony of several defer “antss 

Schacht did not openly join the tiazi movement until it had won, nar 
openly desert it until it had losteo He admits that he never cave it public 
opposition, but asserts that he never save it private loyaltye “hen we demand 
of himvhy he did not stop the criminal course of the regine in which he was 
a Minister, he says he had not a vit of influences When we ask why he remained 
a menber of tho criminal regimo, he tells us that Ly sticking on he expected 
to moderate its proprane lLiko a Brahrin among untouchables, he could not 
bear to mingle with the Nazis social.ly, “ut never coultl he afford to separate 
from them peliticallye Of all the Nazi eggressions by which he now claims 
to have been shockea (152), there is nd one that he did not support before 
the world with the weight of his nane and preostises Having armed Hitler to 


blacimail a continent, his answer now is to blame England and France for' yieldinge 
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Schacht always fought for his position in a rerime he now affects to 
despises He sometimes disarrecd with his Nazi confederates about vhat wes 
expedient in reachins their coal, but he never dissented from the soal itself, 
When he dic. break with them in the twilight of the regime, it was over tactics, 
not principles. From then on he never ceased to urge others to risk their 
positions and their necks to forward his plots, but never on any occasion did 
he hazard either of his owne He now boasts that he personally would have 
shot Hitler if he had had the opportunity, but the German newsrecl shows that 
even after the fall of France, vhen he faced the living Hitler, he stepped 
out of line to rrasp the hand he now cl cims to loath and huns upon the words 
of the man he now says he thought unworthy of belief, Schacht says he steadily

Those defendants, unable to deny that they were the nen in the very top 
renks of power, and unable to deny thot the crimes I have sutlined actually 
happened, know that their own denials 7.2 incredible unless they can su rest 
Soncone who is fuilty. 

The defencants have hecn unaninous, when pressed, in shifting the 
blane on other men, sometimes on one and sometimes on anothere But the names 
they have repeatedly picked are Hitler, Himmler, Heydrich, Goebbels and 
Bornmanne Ali of these EN dead or missinge No natter how hard we have 
pressed the defendants on the stand, t.oy have never pcointed the fin 
a livins man as cguilty. Itisa temptotion to ponder the wondrous workinrs 
of a fate which has left only the guilty dead and only the innocent alive, 
It is almost too r emarkable» 


The chief villain on vhon blare is placed == some of the defendants 


vie with each other in producins appropriate epithets -- is Hitler. He is the 


man at whom nearly every defendant has pointed an áccusinr finsere 
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I shall not dissent from this consensus, nor dí 1 deny that all these 
dead and missing men shared the guilte In crimes so reprehensible that derrees 
of guílt have lost their siznificance they may have played the most evil parts» 
But their guilt cannot exculpate the defendantse Hitler did not carry ad 
responsibility to the ¿rave with hime 411 the guilt is not wrapped in Himlecrts 
shroude It was these dead men whom these living chose to be their partners in 
this great eonspiratorial brotherhood, and the crimes that they did together

These men, with Hitler, Himaler, Gocbbels and a fo other confedor- 
ateos were at once the leaders and the carivers of thc German pcoplos it 
was when they hold the hiszhest positions of -uthar ty and of influence 
that these ecrimes were ilanned and per ctrateu.

This principle 
is manipulated hy the Fubror in his governmental 
leaceorship in such a way that, for cxample, the

Thes question is whcthcr this roscrvation of solf=dcfunso (us- 
troyecd the ¡urposc and the leso1 value of thc Trooty? If Germ.ny 


was entitled to have recu rse to wr in self=icfense and if she was 


free to determine in waist circumstanceos she wos parmittod to cxorcise

Nor did it Coprivo 
its simatorios of the ri¿ht to cctorminc, in the first instenco, 
whcthcr there was dang¿or in delay and vhother immediate action to 
acfena themsclves was imperativo; and that oniy is the moening of 
the express proviso that coach Sinte juldges waicther action in sulf- 
cefense is nocessary.

Tic ultimate docision as tto the 
lawíulncss of action clrimod to be takon in sclfecifonse doos not 
lic with the State concerned, and for that rezson, the ri;nt of 
sulf=cofense, hethor exprussly reserva. or implicd, does not imprir 
the capacity of a treaty to create leal oblircstions aszainst war 
Unx.cr the Covenant of the Lcsgue, Jepan was entitled to decide in 


the first instence, wiuther events in ¿enchuria justified resort to 
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force in self-cefansc, But 1t was loft to sn inpartial body cf enquiry 
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to find, as 11 Cid find, tha there was ¿in fact no justification fa 
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1s to bu hope that the jucgament of this Tribunal will discouvrare, 


and Ciscouraze with appropri2teo finality, ¿ny future reliance on the 


argument that bccause a treaty reserved for the sisnstories the ri¡:ht 


of action in sclf-cofense, it becomes, for that reason, incapanbl e of 


imposin,¿ upon the sign:tories any crffective logo oblisation axzainst war, 
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1 will now turn to the argument that the notion of criminal 
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responsibility is incompatible with the ica of national sover- 
cignty. (£t state my, and Professor Jahrreis conceded, commit 
an offensc agr.inst International Law, but he contends that to 
make it criminally responsible and punishable would be to deny 
the soveriegnty of the State, 

It is strango to see the accusec, who, inthoir capacity as 
the German Government overran most of the States of Europe, who 
trampled brutelldy upon their sovcrcign indonpencence, and who, 
with boastíful and swggecring cynicism, made the sovercignty of 
the conquerec Siates subscrvient to the new concoption of the 
"IGrossraunmsorcnung" - it is strance to see these cofendants 
apperling to the mystic virtues of the sanctity of State sover- 
elenty , and perhaps it is not less remarkoble to find them invo- 
king orthodox international law to »rotect the Cofeatel German 
State and its rulcers fran %Aust punishricnt at the hands of the 
victorious Powers. But thorce is no:t rule of international law 
which they can call in aid to this regard. 

In a sense these proceecdings arc not concernce with punishing 
the German State, They arc ecncernes with the punishment of 
individuals. But it mint seer strange if incivicuals were cri- 
rinally responsiblc for the acts of the State if such acts by the 
State waore not theiselves crimes. There is no substence at all in 
the vicw tíiat intornstioneal law rulos cut the criminal responsibility 
of States and that, since, becuase of their sovorcisnty, Statos can- 
not be coerced, all their acts are legal, Lczal purists may content 
that nothin; is law which is not imposed from sbove by 2 sovercirn 
body having the power to compel ob: lience. That icca of the analy- 
tical jurists has never been apviicable to intornction2l law, If 
it had, the uncau btel obligation of States in mottors of contract ana 
tort coula n.t exist, 

It omy be true that in internstionel relationships prior to the 


war , there w:.s not super sovereisgn body which 2t th: same timo imuposcd 


international laws anc enforcecd thum. But, 2t loast ii the international 
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the existence of law has never been depencent on the existunco of a 
correlatel sanction external to the law itself, Intiurnati.mal Law 
nas always been based on he element of common conscnt and whcr e jou 
have a body of rules which, whicther by common consent ar treaty aro 
obli,¿jatory upon the members of the international community th se rules 
are the laws of that community althouch the consent has not been ob- 
tainec by forces, and althourh there may be no direct or external san- 
ction to sceurc obediencc. The fact is, that absolute sovcereisznty in 
the olc sense is, very fortunately, a thing of tho past. Itis a con- 
ception which is quite inconsistent with the binding force of any 
international treaty. 

In thc course of the work cof the Perm.nent Court of International 
Justice, it became a: stock argument to rely on State sovercisznty in 
support of the opinion that, as States are sovercu:zn, t reaty oblisra- 
tions intere into by them ou:ht toube at least intor;xrctod restric- 
tively, The Court consistently disccurazod that view. In its very 
first judzoment - a julzoment riven cgninst Gormeny inthe Wimbledon 
case = it rejectes the pliea of sovorcignty as a reason for the ros- 
trictivc interpretation of oblirations in trontios, The Court dec- 
lince to sec in a trezty, by thich a State undortook to observe a : 
definite lince of concuct, an abandorment of its sovercisenty and The 
Court remindel Germany that the very rizht to cntor into international 
agreement is an attributo of State sovcreionty. ¿sa pniloóosophical 
proposition the richt to entruct and the ri:ht to freedom of action 
to, 1 suppose, presunt an cternal anvimony. But just as inivicuals 
secure freedom by achercnce to laws, so may sovercign States maintain 
thcir own incivicuel status; the vicw thrt since Strtos aro Sovercisn 
they cannot bo cocrecd, has lon: since becn abandenced. The Covenant 
of the Lesuo .£ Nations riade provision), in ¿mticlo 16, for sanctions 
against sovercizn States - sanctions vcin; only ancther nome for co- 
ercion, ¡probably coercion of a punitive charsetor.

Unitec Nations has followec suit - ruch more accicivoly. It is true 


that, because of the absence of a compctent compulsory jurisdiction,

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Criminal Tribunal, But that is equally truc of the uncoubted civil 
responsibilities of States, for apari from treaty there is no com- 
pulsory jurisdiction in any intornstional tribunal to a Jucdicate

¿ The first man triec for smurdor may heve complaincd that no Court 
hac tricd such 2 case before. The methods of procedurs, the specific 
punishments, the appropriate Courts, can 21weys bo defined by subse- 
quent proclamtion. The only innovation which this Charter his intro- 
cucel is to provide mochinery, lon; overcue, to carry cut the cxistin,s 
law, and there is no subsctance in the compleint that the Charter is a 
piece of post factum le vislation cither in celelaring wars of azgression 
to be criminal, rr in assuming that the State is not inmune from criminal 
responsibility.

In Englanu and the 
United States our Courts have invariably actec on the view that the 
accejtel customary rules of the Law of Nations aro vdinding upon the 
Subject snc the citizen, and the position is essentialdly the same in 
most countries, In Germany itself, irticio kh of the Meimar constitution 
laic it cow that generally recornizel rules of international law mist bo 
regercec as an integral part of German Foccral Lew and wat con dt men; 
in effcct, save that the rules of internation”:l law are dinding upon 
incivicuals? Shall we d.part from that principlo rmerucly bucause we 


are here concernec with the gravest voffenso of 211 >» crimes against 


the peace of Nations anc crimes sgainst humnity. The law is a livins 
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¿romng tiing. Inns other spiere is it more necessary to cffiro that 
the riénts and dutics of States arc the rióhts anc cutics of men anu 
that unless they bind individuals tacy bind no once Itisae stertlin; 
proposition that thosao was cid aná abet, wio counsel sn ¡rocura tho 
commission of 2 crio are thomsclves iimune from responsibility. The 
intornctiontd crime docs not ¿iffor from the municipol offinse ín this 


rospect. 
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The thon argument is thon put in another wav. «¡here the 20et concerned 
ls an act of State thoso who carry it out as the instruments of the State 
are not personal ly responsible and they are entitlod, it is claimec, to 
shelter thomselvos behinc the sovercignty of tho Statce It is not surrosted 
of course that this arrumont has any avplication to war crimes and me submit 
cach of these men is fguilty of cowmtloss war crimes it mirht be enoush to 
brush the matter aside as academic. But that courso perhaps would diminsh the 
valuc which these proceodinss will have on the subscquent development of 
international law. Now it is truo that thore is a series of cecision in which 
Courts have affirmed that one Stato hos no suthority over anothor soveroirn 
2tate or over its Head or ropresentatives Thosc recisior is have bcon based on 
the procopts of the comity of nations and of peaceful and smooth international 
intercourse: they do not in truth depend upon any sacrosanciity of forcirn 
sovercignty except in so far as thc recognition of soverocienty in itsclf 
promotes international relations. hey really nfford no authority for the 
proposition that those who constitute tho orfans, those who aro behin?” the 
State, are entitled to rely on the metaphysical entity which they cronte and 
control when, by their Cirections that State sots out to cestroy that very 
comity on which the rules of international law “epen is.

ánd as to these, may I first makoc somo comment on the legal positions 


about the law as to war crimos, littlo indeed need be said, bocauso the law is 


clicar enourh and not in doubte Hore aro crimos more terriblo indeed in thair 
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extont than anythins which had hithorto bceon known, but nono tho less well 
recognizable under the preexistinf rulos of International Low and clearly with- 
in the logitimate jurisdiction cithor of a National or of an International 
Tribunales There is no eloment of retroactivity herc, no question of post 
factum law making, nor is thero any shadow of novelty in the decision of the 
Charter that those who shared the ultimate responsibility for those frigrtful 
dceods should bear individual responsibility. 1t is true that tho lawyers and 
the statesmen who at fhe Hague and elsewhero in tays gone hy built up the 
cole of rules, and the cstablishcod customs by which the world has sought to 
mitigato the brutality of war and to protoct from its most extremo harshness 
thoso who were passive non=combatants, nover dreamed of such wholesale ant 
wicdespread slaughter. But murdor does not cease to be murder mor cly because 
the victims arc multiplied ten million fold. Crimes do not ccase to be 
criminal because they have a political motice. +heose crinmes were many and 
menifolde It is not useful to catalogue them herc. They vary most consider- 
ably in the numbers of victims. Thero are the fifty murdored prisoners of 
war who escaped from 8talag Luft 1115 the hundreds of Commandos and hAirmen 
who werc cxterminated; thoro aro tho thousands of civilian hostagos put to 
desth; the tens of thousands of sailors and passengors who perished in a 
piratical campaign of terrorz thero aro the huneéreds of thousands of prisoner: 
of war, ospecially Russians, and of civilians who met their Centh because of 
tho rigours and cruelticos to which they wore exposed, if not by outright 
murder, and there are tho many millions murdered outright, or br tho slowcr 
method of deliberate starvation, six millions of them for no better reason 
than that they were of Jowish race of faith.

The deportation of the civilian population for forced labour is, of 
course, a crime both accordine to international custom and to conventional 
international law as expressed in the Hasue Conventione Article 1Ó of Hague 
Convention Nos IV enjoins the occupyin.; powers to respect "family honour and 
rights" and lthe lives of persons. Article 52 of the same Corvention lays 
dom that "services shall not be demanded from nunicipalities or inhabitants 
except for the needs of the army of occunation" and that they shall be in 
proportion to the resources of the country and cf such a nature as not to 
involve the population in the oblivation of takin: part in the cperations of 
war azainst the country! “vith these simple and catesorical provisions we 
havs3 to contrast the stesrering dimensions of the operation which the defen- 
dant Sauckel directed and in which other aefendants participated, the ruth- 
lessness with which peaceful citizens were torn from their families, surroun 


dings and employment, the menner in which they were transiorted, the treatme: 


which they received 
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onrival, the conditions in which they worked and died in thousands anc 
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tons of thousands, and. the kind of work which they wcre compellacd to ,er- 
form as direct helpers in the production of arms, munitions and other 
instruments of war against their own cowtrys and azainst their own ¡eople» 
How can all that he reconciled withthe law?

Fursuing that for a moment ti. racial policy against the Jews wes 
as Ll have said simply one facet of .he Herrenvolk doctrine. In Micin Kampf", 
Hitlor had said that themost decisive factor in the German collapse in 1918 
was "the failureto recognizc e.... the racial problem and the Jowish menace." 
lhe attack on the Jews was at once a secret weapon -- an endcurinz fifth 
column weapon -- to split and weaken tho democracies snd a device for 
unifying the German people for wore Himmlcr made it clear in his speech 
on October lh 19143, that the treatrint meted out to German Jews was closely 
connected with the war policye He saide 

"For we know how difficult we shculd have made it for ourseles
